AN ACT concerning 1 

 

Natural Resources – Aquaculture 2 

 

FOR the purpose of altering the State agency that is responsible for the employment of 3 

the State’s Aquaculture Coordinator; clarifying certain roles of certain agencies 4 

in the development of an aquaculture industry in the State; transferring the 5 

Seafood Marketing and Aquaculture Development Program, the Division of 6 

Market Development, the Seafood Marketing Fund, the Seafood Program 7 

Management Team, the Innovative Seafood Technologies Program, the Seafood 8 

Marketing Advisory Commission, the Aquaculture Coordinating Council, and 9 

the Aquaculture Review Board from the Department of Agriculture to the 10 

Department of Natural Resources; altering the membership of the Aquaculture 11 

Review Board; authorizing the Department of Natural Resources to issue water 12 

column leases under certain circumstances; exempting aquaculture activities in 13 

certain leases from a certain wetlands license requirement; altering certain 14 

provisions relating to the issuance of submerged land leases; authorizing the 15 

Department of Natural Resources to issue water column leases only in waters 16 

that have been classified in a certain way by the Department of the 17 

Environment; prohibiting water column leases in certain areas; limiting the 18 

manner in which shellfish may be cultivated from a water column lease; 19 

requiring the Department of Natural Resources to notify certain persons of 20 

lease applications under certain circumstances; providing for the continuity of 21 

certain licenses, leases, certifications, and permits; providing that certain 22 

leaseholders, license holders, permittees, and certified persons shall continue to 23 

be valid leaseholders, license holders, permittees, and certified persons, and 24 

shall comply with certain requirements; requiring that certain pending 25 
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applications be transferred to the Department of Natural Resources; requiring 1 

the publisher of the Annotated Code of Maryland, in consultation with, and 2 

subject to the approval of, the Department of Legislative Services, to correct 3 

certain cross–references and terminology; defining certain terms; altering 4 

certain definitions; making technical corrections; and generally relating to 5 

aquaculture in the State.

10–1301. 3 

 

 (a) (1) The General Assembly defines aquaculture as an agricultural AND 4 

FISHERIES MANAGEMENT activity. 5 

 

  (2) “Aquaculture” includes the commercial rearing of finfish, shellfish, 6 

and aquatic plants for sale, trade, barter, or shipment. 7 

 

 (b) It is the intent of the General Assembly to create: 8 

 

  (1) An Aquaculture Review Board and an Aquaculture Coordinating 9 

Council to promote the development of an aquaculture industry in this State; and 10 

 

  (2) An Aquaculture Coordinator, EMPLOYED BY THE DEPARTMENT 11 

OF NATURAL RESOURCES, to assist persons in obtaining the permits and licenses 12 

necessary to conduct aquaculture in the State. 13 

 

 (c) The Maryland Department of Agriculture is the lead agency for[: 14 

 

  (1) Promoting, coordinating,] PROMOTING and marketing 15 

aquaculture and aquaculture products[; and 16 

 

  (2) Coordinating and streamlining the process of applying for a State 17 

aquaculture permit]. 18 

 

 (d) The Department of Natural Resources is responsible for [enforcement]: 19 

 

  (1) ENFORCEMENT of laws, regulations, and rules; AND 20 

 

  (2) COORDINATING AND STREAMLINING THE PROCESS OF 21 

APPLYING FOR A STATE AQUACULTURE PERMIT. 22 

 

 (e) The University of Maryland is the lead agency for research in 23 

aquaculture production and shall be responsible for development of education and 24 

extension programs which promote aquaculture as an industry. 25

 (a) There is an Aquaculture Review Board. 27 

 

 (b) (1) The Review Board shall consist of the following [5] members, each 28 

of whom shall represent one of the following State departments charged with 29

INVITED TO DESIGNATE A REPRESENTATIVE TO THE REVIEW BOARD. 13 

 

  (3) THE UNITED STATES ARMY CORPS OF ENGINEERS SHALL BE 14 

INVITED TO DESIGNATE A REPRESENTATIVE TO THE REVIEW BOARD. 15 

 

 (c) (1) The Aquaculture Coordinator shall be the single point of contact 16 

for an applicant for all permits and licenses necessary to conduct aquaculture in the 17 

State. 18 

 

  (2) The Review Board shall: 19 

 

   (i) Coordinate the development of statewide aquaculture policy 20 

and, to the maximum extent feasible, the streamlining of the application process; 21 

 

   (ii) Track each application as it [progresses through each 22 

department] IS PROCESSED; and 23 

 

   (iii) Ensure full and meaningful departmental communication 24 

with an applicant during each stage of the application process. 25 

 

Article – Environment 26 

 

16–107. 27 

 

 (a) (1) This section applies to a development project to expand a marina 28 

that historically operated as a working marina for the sole purpose of supporting 29 

aquaculture or seafood operations. 30 
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  (2) This section does not apply to a development project to expand a 1 

marina if the existing or expanded marina is used to allow a person to moor, dock, or 2 

store recreational or pleasure vessels. 3 

 

 (b) (1) Except as provided in subsection (c) of this section, the Board may 4 

issue a license under this title for a development project to expand a marina that is 5 

located in an area where the water depth is less than 4 1/2 feet at mean low water and 6 

on a waterway without strong flushing if the development project: 7 

 

   (i) Enhances aquaculture activities or seafood operations; 8 

 

   (ii) Is located in a marina or seafood operation at a marina 9 

operated by a nonprofit organization to promote aquaculture activities or oyster 10 

restoration in the State; 11 

 

   (iii) Does not adversely impact submerged aquatic vegetation; 12 

and 13 

 

   (iv) Will further the policies of the State related to aquaculture. 14 

 

  (2) The license authorized under paragraph (1) of this subsection may 15 

authorize dredging to improve navigational access to the marina or marina facility 16 

operations. 17 

 

 (c) The Board may not issue a license under this title unless the applicant 18 

for the license has obtained the following authorizations if required by local, State, or 19 

federal law: 20 

 

  (1) Local planning or zoning authorization; 21 

 

  (2) An aquaculture lease; 22 

 

  (3) A water column lease [issued by the Board] or a submerged land 23 

lease issued by the Department of Natural Resources; and 24 

 

  (4) A permit issued by the U.S. Army Corps of Engineers under § 404 25 

of the federal Clean Water Act or under § 10 of the federal Rivers and Harbors Act. 26 

 

16–202. 27 

 

 (a) A person may not dredge or fill on State wetlands without a license. 28 

 

 (b) To apply for a license, the applicant shall submit a delineation of the 29 

affected tidal wetlands and all other information required by the Department. 30 

 

 (h) The provisions of this section do not apply to any operation for: 31 
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  (1) Dredging and filling being conducted as of July 1, 1970, as 1 

authorized under the terms of an appropriate permit or license granted under the 2 

provisions of existing State and federal law; 3 

 

  (2) Dredging of seafood products by any licensed operator, harvesting 4 

of seaweed, or mosquito control and abatement as approved by the Department of 5 

Agriculture; 6 

 

  (3) Improvement of wildlife habitat or agricultural drainage ditches as 7 

approved by an appropriate unit; 8 

 

  (4) Routine maintenance or repair of existing bulkheads, provided that 9 

there is no addition or channelward encroachment; or 10 

 

  (5) Aquaculture activities occurring [in Aquaculture Enterprise Zones 11 

established under Title 4, Subtitle 11A of the Natural Resources Article under an 12 

aquaculture] UNDER A lease issued by the Department of Natural Resources UNDER 13 

TITLE 4, SUBTITLE 11A OF THE NATURAL RESOURCES ARTICLE. 14 

 

Article – Natural Resources 15 

 

4–701. 16 

 

 (a) This section applies to any person who is required under Subtitle 2, 7, 8, 17 

9, or 10 of this title to be licensed to guide fishing parties or to catch, sell, buy, process, 18 

transport, export, or otherwise deal in fish caught in tidal waters. 19 

 

 (b) (1) The Department shall utilize a single, commercial license, to be 20 

known and designated as a tidal fish license. 21 

 

  (2) A tidal fish license authorizes a licensee: 22 

 

   (i) To engage in each activity indicated on the license; and 23 

 

   (ii) For catching crabs, to utilize the number of crew members 24 

indicated on the license. 25 

 

  (3) Except for a person receiving a license under subsection (i)(2)(ii) of 26 

this section, the Department may not issue a tidal fish license to an individual who is 27 

younger than 14 years of age. 28 

 

  (4) A person may not guide fishing parties or catch, sell, buy, process, 29 

transport, export, or otherwise deal in fish caught in tidal waters unless licensed 30 

under this section. 31 

 

 (e) (3) In addition to the normal license fees imposed under subsection 32 

(d)(2)(ii)2 and 4 of this section, a licensee shall pay to the Department an annual 33 
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surcharge of $10 to be credited to the Seafood Marketing Office of the Department [of 1 

Agriculture] to fund seafood marketing programs which have been approved by the 2 

Department.  3 

 

4–1103. 4 

 

 (d) (1) In addition to the provisions of subsections (b) and (c) of this 5 

section concerning the establishment of oyster seed areas and the sale of seed oysters 6 

to a leaseholder, the Department may: 7 

 

   (i) Sell or remove seed oysters from oyster seed areas if the sale 8 

or removal is made under disease protocols; and 9 

 

   (ii) Adopt regulations necessary to implement the provisions of 10 

this subsection. 11 

 

  (2) The Department shall credit the proceeds of any sale of seed 12 

oysters under this subsection to the Fisheries Research and Development Fund in the 13

   (ii) Use any revenue derived from the sale of seed oysters to 20 

reimburse the Fisheries Research and Development Fund for any expenditure needed 21 

to create the aquaculture oyster seed areas under this subsection. 22

 (d) “Aquaculture lease” means a lease of any submerged land or the water 24 

column located in an Aquaculture Enterprise Zone for cultivating oysters or other 25 

shellfish for commercial purposes. 26 

 

 (g) “Demonstration lease” means a lease of submerged land for the purpose 27 

of demonstrating the ecological benefits of growing shellfish or for research or 28 

education. 29 

 

 (m) “SAV Protection Zone” means an area of submerged aquatic vegetation 30 

[with a density greater than 10%] as mapped in aerial surveys by the Virginia 31 

Institute of Marine Sciences in 1 or more of the [3] 5 years preceding the designation 32 

of an Aquaculture Enterprise Zone or an application for [an aquaculture, submerged 33 

land, or demonstration lease] A LEASE UNDER THIS SUBTITLE. 34 
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 (n) “Submerged land lease” means any land lying beneath the waters of the 1 

State leased by the State to any person for cultivating oysters and other shellfish for 2 

commercial purposes. 3 

 

 (q) “Water column lease” means a lease of the column of water on or under 4 

the surface of the water and above the surface of the submerged land. 5 

 

 (R) “YATES BAR” MEANS ANY SUBMERGED OYSTER BAR, REEF, ROCK, 6 

OR AREA REPRESENTED AS AN OYSTER BAR ON THE CHARTS OF THE OYSTER 7 

SURVEY OF 1906 TO 1912, NOT INCLUDING ANY AMENDMENTS. 8 

 

4–11A–02. 9 

 

 (a) (1) The Department shall promulgate by regulation requirements that 10 

are necessary to ensure that aquaculture operations do not adversely impact wild 11 

stocks of fish, including measures for identifying fish as products of an aquaculture 12 

operation. In developing these regulations, the Department shall consult with the 13 

Aquaculture Coordinating Council, established by § 10–1303 of the Agriculture Article 14 

§ 4–11A–03.2 OF THIS SUBTITLE, and incorporate in the regulations public notice 15 

provisions in accordance with [§ 4–11A–08] § 4–11A–09 of this subtitle. 16 

 

  (2) The Department may not issue a permit for the raising of 17 

nonnative species, including hybrids of striped bass, or nonnative stocks unless: 18

   (ii) The aquaculture operation is constructed in a manner that 21 

assures that nonnative stocks are precluded from entering the tidal waters or 22 

contaminating the native species of the State. 23 

 

  (3) The Department may not issue a permit for the raising of a 24 

transgenic species or a genetically altered species, unless: 25 

 

   (i) The permit limits the aquaculture operation to waters of the 26 

State that do not flow into any other body of water; and 27 

 

   (ii) The aquaculture operation is constructed in a manner that 28 

assures that transgenic or genetically altered stocks are precluded from entering any 29 

other waters or contaminating other aquatic species of the State. 30

Natural Resources for processing in accordance with its terms and procedures. 7 

 

 SECTION 7. AND BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, That the publishers of the 8 

Annotated Code of Maryland, in consultation with and subject to the approval of the 9 

Department of Legislative Services, shall correct, with no further action required by 10 

the General Assembly, cross–references and terminology rendered incorrect by this 11 

Act or by any other Act of the General Assembly of 2011 that affects provisions 12 

enacted by this Act. The publishers shall adequately describe any such correction in an 13 

editor’s note following the section affected.  14
